You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said town on Tuesday the eighth day of March 1921, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

Article 1. To bring in your ballots upon each of the 
questions submitted by the Convention to Revise the 
Constitution relative to the amendments proposed by 
said Convention at a session held on January 28, 1921, 

2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

3. To elect three selectmen, one for 1 year, one 
for 2 years and one for 3 years. 

4. To choose one or more, not to exceed three, high- 
way agents. 

5. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 


6. To choose a trustee of the trust funds for three 
years. 

7. To choose a collector of taxes, two or more au- 
ditors, library trustee for three years, fence viewers, 
measurers of wood, surveyors of lumber and such other 
officers and agents as the town may judge necessary 
to be chosen. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise for the 
maintenance of the West Side Trunk Highway the sum 
of $785.00 on the State’s proposition to raise $1565.00 
for the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to ask for State 
aid for highways.

10. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repair of highways and bridges. 

11. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise for keeping the roads open during the winter. 

12. To see what other sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for other town charges. 

18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Croydon: 

I hereby submit to you my second annual report. 

The school at the East Village has a total enroll- 
ment of seventeen pupils. ‘The membership on the first 
of February was sixteen. The attendance is regular 
and punctual. Mrs. Sadie E. Muzzey who taught suc- 
cessfully last year at the Flat-was transferred to this 
school in September. The relations between teacher 
and pupils is most cordial. Good order, attention to 
school work, and an air of contentment prevail in the 
room. As a consequence the progress of the children 
in their studies is very satisfactory. 


The Flat school has sixteen pupils enrolled. On 
February the membership was twelve. The attendance 
has not been altogether satisfactory. Many of the chil- 
dren have attended regularly, but a few of the pupils 
have been unnecessarily absent. 


Mrs. Emogene B. Proper, a normal graduate with 
ten. years’ experience, was in charge from September to 
Christmas, but unfortunately owing to poor health and 
because of some family matters she was constrained to 
present to the Board her resignation. It was deemed 
best to release her from her contract. Miss Dorinda 
Penniman was then secured as teacher, and began work 
on the third of January. Miss Penniman is a woman 
of strong personality and of pleasing manners and has 
entered upon her duties with energy and enthusiasm. 
She has already given evidence of good teaching power 
and of tactfulness in discipline.

In both schools health lessons are taught with spec- 
ial emphasis on the inculcation of proper health habits. 
Daily physical exercises are required in accordance 
with the regulations of the State Board of Education. 
The school physician has made a physical examination 
of every pupil and if defects are found a report is sent 
to the parents. 


I wish the parents to know that at any time, on 
regular school days as well as on special days they are 
welcome and to urge them to visit the schools frequently. 
I am sure that such visits would be advantageous to the 
school and inspiration to the children and a means of 
getting first hand information of the work the schools 
are actually doing.
